A half dozen 
employes of the asphalt company 
waded and swam to them, while an- 
other man rowed out in a boat, and 
together they brought the injured 
men to shore, The three were taken 
in a serious condition to the North 
Hudson Hospital at Weehawken. 

Meanwhile employes of the asphalt 
company, fearing that the fire would 
spread to the other three barges, cut 
the burning barge adrift. The wind 
and tide carried it 800 yards north 
to the old white bridge between Se- 
caucus. and Carlstadt. There the 
barge caught in the piling under the 
east end of the bridge.
